ing of Class Quotas Is Permitted 
to Halt Induttions. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (AP) 
—A memorandum which virtually 
defers from the draft all college 
students now in Army Resérve 
Officer Training Corps units was 
signed yesterday by Anna Rosen- 
bere. assistant secretary of de- 
ense. 


Aids of Mrs. Rosenberg. said 
the memorandum told the Army 
it could order local draft boards 
to defer up to 129,500 men in 
R.0.T.C. units. 

Congress last year gave \ the 
Secretary of Defense the right to 
order the deferments and to set 
deferment quotas for the various 
services. ! 

Until yesterday’s ‘order the 
humber the Army could order 
deferred was somewhat lower 
than the number enrolled in the 
Army R.O.T.C.. units, This 
allowed draft broads to take a 
number of men who were in the 
units 

Army Requested Change. 

Since these training units are 
the Army’s major source of offi- 
cers, it requested the defense 
secretary to change the quotas. 

There are 237 colleges with 
Army R.O.T.C. units.

“Into each month some rain

Chill November’s surly blast 
has cost householders of the St.

Caudle Ex-Aid Testifies. 

Witnesses included Turner 
Smith, former first assistant to 
Caudle, and Meyer Rothwacks, 
head of the criminal section of 
the Justice Department tax divi- 
sion. The letter was drafted by 
Rothwacks and signed by Smith. 

(Caudle and Rothwacks, the 
Post-Dispatch disclosed earlier, 
sought to interfere with the St. 
Louis grand jury investigation of 
tax fixing. Smith’s wife received 
one of five fur coats obtained at 
cut rates through a tax lawyer, 
Caudle testified.) 

Smith and Rothwacks testified 
they did not initiate the letter 
on prosecution of the Freidus- 
Aaron case. They said’ it must 
have been suggested by McGrath, 
his former deputy, Peyton Ford, 
or Caudle. 

But Caudle insisted he did not 
initiate the letter. None of the 
witnesses could explain why the 
letter was written. They agreed 
it was gratuitous and was in- 
tended as advisory to United 
States Attorney Irving Saypol in 
New York. 

At the close of the day, King, 
|in a weary voice, said: 

“TIT want to call to the attention 
of the Attorney General that here 
is an imporant case with appar- 
ently irregular activity. on the 
part of the Department of Justice 
only one year ago.

A doctor’s report on the state 
of Aaron’s health was referred to 
in the letter. The physician, Dr. 
William M. Hitzig, was appointed 
to examine Aaron by United 
States District Judge Edward 
Weinfeld of New York, before 
whom the case was tried. 

Justice and 
officials say their policy is to 
dismiss prosecution in cases in 
which a court trial would endan- 
ger the life (not merely. the 
health) of a defendant. In these 
cases, they have said, a physician 
is employed by the Government 
to examine the patient. 

Ordinarily, this examination 
would take place before a case 
was sent to a district attorney 
for prosecution. But in the Aaron 
case, the health question did not 
arise apparently until after 
Aaron and Freidus were indicted 
and on the verge of going to 
trial. Both were convicted. 
The letter said that “subse- 
quent to indictment, the issue of 
Aaron’s health was raised by 
medical affidavits submitted on 
his behalf, asserting a serious 
condition. 
Attorney Saypol arranged for ex- 
amination of Aaron by a doctor 
designated by the court. ... The 
judge read the medical report 
and concluded the defendant 
should stand trial. 

“Dr. Hitzig concludes that he is 
‘reasonably certain that Mr. 
Aaron can stand trial without 
seriously jeopardizing his health’ 
but the ‘possibility does exist’ 
that the ‘acute mental experi- 
ences in a court room (the in- 
tensity of which cannot be pre- 
dicted) might ‘lead to a _ bout 
of heart failure or even to a 
serious bout of coronary insuffi- 
ciency.’ 

“On the basis of Dr. Hitzig’s 
report alone, this office is of the 
opinion that if the matter of 
‘health had been presented prior 
to transmission of the case to 
the United States Attorney’s of- 
fice, prosecution would have been 
declined as to Mr. Aaron. The 
Bureau of Internal Revenue is of 
a similar opinion.” 


Confusion was compounded 
when Oliphant testified that on 
the basis of the medical report 
“and such other material as must 
have been submitted” he would 
say Aaron should not have been 
tried, under Internal Revenue 
Bureau policy of not forcing a 
man to trial when it would en- 
danger his life. 


But Caudle, Smith and Roth- 
wacks all testified that on the 
basis of the medical report they 
would not have dropped prosecu- 
tion. Caudle stuck to this despite 
a memorandum introduced from 
files of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau in which Richard 
Schwartz, assistant head of the 
pena: division, noted that Oli- 
phant had told him he and Caudle 
agreed Aaron should not be 
prosecuted. 

Rothwacks Admits Error. 


Rothwacks was asked by De 
Wind whether the letter was cal- 
culated to influence the district 
attorney. Rothwacks answered: 
“Categorically, no.” But he ad- 
mitted the letter, which he dic- 
tated, showed a “misapplication of 
facts” about Justice Department’s 
health policy and was “gratuitous 
and meaningless.” 

Rothwacks, who was up and 
down between the witness chair 
and the subcommittee counsel 
bench, where he was representing 
the Justice Department, said he 
had no specific recollection of the 
letter. It seemed “certain” that 
McGrath did not ask that it be 
written, he said, and it seemed 
“most probable” that Ford did not.

The Government today called on 
farmers to push production next 


year 4 per cent above this year’s |} 


near record yields to meet “the 


greatest néeds we have ever 
faced.” 

Announcing planting goals for 
spring crops, Acting Secretary of 
Agriculture Clarence J. McCor- 
mick urged growers to put forth 
special effort to boost production 
of livestock feed grains so that 
a high level output of meat, milk 
and eggs might be maintained. 
Secretary Brannan is on an offi- 
cial trip to the Near East. 

McCormick acknowledged that 
farmers will have a tough job 
because of shortages of fertilizers, 
some types of farm machinery 
and tightening farm labor supply. 

Promising as much help as pos- 
sible, the department said it 
would be _ prepared to support 
producer prices of corn, cotton, 
wheat, rice, soybeans, wool, milk 
and butterfat at maximum levels 
permitted by law. That level is 
90 per cent of parity. (Parity is 
a standard for measuring farm 
prices, declared by law to be 
equally fair to farmers and those 
who buy their products.) 

No Hog, Cattle Supparts. 

However, no supports were 
promised for hogs, beef cattle, 
poultry, eggs and other perishable 


products. None of these products |¥ 


is being supported this year. 
Because farmers have just 


about reached the limit of new |¥ 


cropland, they will have to try 
to increase the acre yields in 
order to meet the higher produc- 
tion goals, McCormick said. If 


goals are attained, plantings 
would total about 377,800,000 
acres compared with 374,600,000 
this year and twice as much farm 
produce would go to market as 
the 1935-39 average. 

“The challenging level of the 
goals reflects the strong demands 
of military preparedness, our 
growing population, our rising 
standard of living, and our 
great efforts to share our produc- 


tion with those nations which are |,

Left Listing to Others. 


Tate, who. treasurer of a com- 
mittee now working to promote 
Taft’s candidacy for President, 
said he kept no records of money 
he gave in 1950 to such groups 
as the Advertising Committee for 
Taft and the Physicians Commit- 
tee for Taft. He said he had con- 
fidence the treasurers of those 
groups would report these re- 
ceipts, as the law requires, and 
he wanted to avoid duplication. 

Senator Margaret Chase Smith 
(Rep.), Maine, remarked that Tate 
apparently had the same confi- 
dence as those who gave to the 
CIO Political Action Committee. 
The PAC fought against Taft’s re- 
election. 

Tate said reports filed by eight 
subsidiary committees for Taft 
show total receipts of about $180,- 
000. 

“It is my estimate,” he said, 
“That I supplied about 60 per cent 


of these funds.” 

The Taft-for-Senate committee 
itself, Tate said, received about 
$163,000 in addition to the 
amount he channeled to the eight 
other groups. 

“This would indicate that of 
the $512,000 which the committee 
staff has found was raised by the 
various committees for Taft in 
the campaign about half of it 
came through my hands,” he said. 
“The rest was raised by the local 
committees, and I had nothing to 
do with it.” 

$10,000 From Pew Family. 

(A United Press dispatch said 
Tate testified that Taft received 
a $10,000 contribution from the 
oil-rich Pew family in Philadel- 
phia. Tate said he did not solicit 
that contribution but did solicit 
large out-of-state contributions 
for Taft on trips to Detroit and 
Chicago. He said he assumed the 
out-of-state contributors were re- 
ported, but that he is not sure.

KEM DENIES TAXES 
HOLD DOWN INFLATION 


Senator in Address Says 
Spending by Truman Is 
Basic Cause. 


Uncontrolled spending by the 


Truman administration is a funda- 
mental cause of inflation, Senato 
James P. Kem told the St. Loufs 


Real Estate Board today. 

He addressed the group at the 
DeSoto Hotel on the subject, 
“The Fallacy of Higher Taxes as 


a Curb on Inflation.” Senator 
Ken said, “The Administration 
plan to control inflation by heavier 
and heavier taxes is doomed to 
ailure.” 


He said the Administration’s 
theory is that if dollars are taken 
from the low-income group then 
that group’s purchasing power is 
cut and prices thus are held down. 

“We are told we must tax the 
money out of the pockets of the 
people so they cannot go into the 
market places and ‘bid up the 
price of goods,” he said. “This is 
a false, fallacious theory so long 
as the money is being turned over 
to Fedéral bureaucrats to go into 
the market places and bid up the 
price of goods.” 

He said that those Congress- 
men who have tried “to halter 


the spendthrift government bu- 


reaucrats” have found themselves 
stymied by a lack of real control 
over present fabulous expendi- 
tures, 


When Congress convenes in 
January, Senator Kem said, it 
should direct the President’s Bu- 
reau of the Budget to submit a 
budget that would reduce ex- 
penditures to a point where funds 
spent will not exceed income. He 
indicated that Congress could 
force this action by announcing 
that further non-defense appro- 
priations will be suspended until 
such a budget is drawn up.

Hutchins Calls Education in U.S. 


A ‘Colossal Housing Project’ 


Former Head of Chicago U. Thinks Its'Aim 
Is “To Keep Young People Out of Worse 
Places Until They Can Go to Work.’ 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 8: 
(UP)—Dr. Robert M. Hutchins, 
former chancellor of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, says American 
education is a “colossal housing 
project” and that’s about all. 

Hutchins, now associate direc- 
tor of the Ford Foundation, says 
that education in America has 
deteriorated and he _ expresses 
strong doubts about the power of 
universal education to produce 
world peace. 

“It is undoubtedly worse than 
it was 25 years ago,” he said. 
“All we can say of American edu- 
cation is that it’s a colossal hous- 
ing project designed to keep 
young peoplt out of worse places 
until they are able to go to work.” 


He repeated his stand on inter- 
collegiate football which the Uni- 
versity of Chicago dropped as a 
major sport while he was direct- 
ing the school’s affairs. 

“I did not de-emphasize foot- 
ball at the University of Chicago,” 
he said. -“I abolished it. I may 
say it’s the best thing I ever did.” 

“I do not see the relationship of 
these highly industrialized affairs 
on Saturday afternoons to higher 
learning in America. ...I see the 
practitioners, who stay near my 
home when they are in town for 
a game, and they don’t seem the 
scholarly type.

Army Commander Wants 
Validation of Coup 
That Led to Arrest of 
Cabinet. |

CAIRO, Nov. 30 (AP)—Syria’s 
Parliament may be dissolved and 
new elections called as a result 
of the country’s swift mili 
coup, reports reaching here indi- 
cated today. - 

Accounts published here esti- 
mated that from 42 to 86 Syrian 
politicians were arrested in yes- 
terday’s bloodless shakeup led by 
Syria’s military strong man, Lt. 
Col. Adib Shishakli. 

Among those arre were the 
new, pro-Russian er, Popu- 
list party leader Marouf Dawalibi, 
and most of his predominantly 
Populist cabinet. The arrests. ap- 
parently cut deep into the ranks 
of Parliament, in which the Popu- 
list party has the Jargest mem- 
bership although it does not hold 
a majority. 

Succession of Coups. 

The army seized control less. 
than 24 hours after Dawalibi was 
named Premier by Syrian Presi- 
dent Hachem el Attassi. 

El Attassi, who is about 85 years 
old, has been the figurehead chief 
of Syria since three successive 


military coups led by Shishakli in | 
1949 disrupted the civil govern-. 


ment, 

Observers here anticipated that 
Shishakli and the military group 
supporting him now might push 
for new elections in an-effort to 
win a Parliament with fewer Popu- 
lists and more members friendly 
to the army’s ideas. 

Dispatches last night from 
Beirut, Lebanon, quoted informed 
circles as saying the coup was 
touched off by a row over the 
important defense minister’s post, 
whigh Dawalibi retained for him- 
self. The army always has insisted 
on keeping its own man in the 
defense post. Dawalibi long’ has 
insisted that the army clear out 


of politics.

She was convicted of murder and 
was sentenced to be hanged. At 
almost the last: moment she was 
found insane and was committed 
to the asylum here. 

Now 48 years old, Mrs. Judd 
has been in the hospital 18 years. 
Visited Mother’s Room. 

Just before her escape about 
10:30 p.m. she had been visiting 
in the room of her 84-year-old 
mother, Mrs. Carrie B. McKin- 
neil, also a patient in the hos- 
pital. Earlier Mrs. Judd had at- 
tended a western movie shown 
for the inmates. 

Hospital attendants said it must 
have taken her weeks to weave 
the ladder of yarn, rags and part 
of a heavy ironing cord. They 
said she used a screw driver and 
pliers to open the heavy window 
screen, and that they must have 
been smuggled to her. 

Mrs. Judd tied the ladder to the 
head of her mother’s bed in a 
room adjoining her own. 

Attendants said Mrs. Judd had 
been upset for the last week after 
another patient told her she 
would be taken away from her 
mother and put in a criminal 
ward. Efforts to convince her 


there was nothing to the story 


failed, attendants said. 
Had Threatened Suicide. 
“Mrs. Judd said she would 
commit suicide if they tried to 
take her away from her mother,” 
an attendant’ said. “I never 


dreamed she would leave Grand- | 
is | 


ma (as Mrs. McKinnell 
known).” 

‘Searchers reported Mrs. Judd 
apparently went over the west 
gate. Some of her personal ef- 
fects were found 200 yards 
distant. 

Sheriff L. C. Boies put blood- 
hounds on the trail, but he said 
that everything in her room, in- 
cluding bedsheets and clothing, 
had been washed yesterday. Only 
a crocheting bag was unwashed, 
but the dogs could get no scent 
from it. 

Hospital officials expressed be- 


lief that Mrs. Judd, long unac- 
customed to the outside, could 
not have gone far from the in- 
stitution grounds, even though 
they border on the principal east- 
west highway through the city. 

Hospital superintendent Dr. M. 
W. Conway, who took over con- 
trol of the institution only a 
month ago, described Mrs. Judd 
as “pretty foxy.” 

“Tl suppose she thought she 
had to do something to show the 
new superintendent she was 
around,” he said. 

Fences Unsatisfactory. 

Conway said that fences sur- 
rounding the hospital were in un- 
satisfactory condition, and it was 
assumed that Mrs. Judd escaped 
through a hole in one of them 
after she made her way to the 
ground. 

Mrs. Judd killed her roomates, 


Agnes Anne LeRoi and Hedvig 


Samuelson, on Oct. 16, 1931, ap- 
parently in a jealous rage over 
attentions of a prominent Phoenix 
business man. Their bodies, ex- 
pertly cut to pieces were 
crammed into 4 trunk and a suit- 
case and shipped to Los Angeles 
by train. The contents were dis- 
covered when a baggage room 
employe noticed blood seeping 
from the trunk. 

The “tiger woman” of 20 years 
ago had lived in quiet seclusion 
since her last break from the 
hospital in 1947. She had spent 
her time, as she had in the peri- 
ods between her escapes, dressing 
the hair of fellow patients and 
caring for her aged mother. 

On May 11, 1947, she had 
locked two doors of the hospital 
ward and escaped. Then, in con- 
trast to last night, she said the 
inability to see her mother caused 
her to leave. 

She surrendered quietly the 
next morning when sheriff's dep- 
uties found hér huddled in an 
orange grove several miles from 
the hospital. 

“Yesterday was Mother's day,” 
she cried on that occasion, “and 
they wouldn’t let me see her.

FORRUBBER UNION 


Wage Stabilization Board 
Indorses CIO Contracts 
With Industry’s ‘Big 4’ 


Firms. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (UP)— 
The Wage Stabilization Board late 
yesterday approved a 13-cent 


hourly wage increase negotiated 
last summer between the “big 
four” rubber companies and some 
100,000 CIO rubber workers. 
The increases were negotiated 
by the United Rubber Workers 
union and the U.S. Rubber Co., 
the Firestone Tire and Rubber 
Co., the B. F. Goodrich Co., and 
the Goodyear Tire and Rubber 


Seven of the 13 cents will be 
retroactive to the effective dates 
of the contracts as follows: U.S. 
Rubber, Aug. 3, 1951, Firestone, 
July 30, 1951, Goodyear, Aug. 27, 
1951, and Goodrich, Aug. 6, 1951. 

This seven cents, out of the 13- 
cent total, is composed of six 
cents which the board found the 
workers were entitled to under 
the 10 per cent “catch-up” “®sr- 
mula, plus one cent to be paid to 
increase night shift differentials 
or in lieu of such an increase. 
The “catch-up” permits a 10 per 
cent rise in wages beyond the 
rates effective in January 1950. 

The other 6 cents out of the 
total was made retroactive to Oct. 
16, 1951. This is to compensate 
‘for increased living costs from 
January through October. Union 
members of the board objected 
to the board’s failure to make 
this latter 6-cent increase ret- 
roactive to the effective dates 
of the contracts as in the case of 
the other 7 cents. 

The board said living costs 
have risen 3.4 per cent up. to 
Oct. 15 : 

The average straight time hour- 
ly pay for rubber workers before 
the increase was $1.78 an hour. 

The board rejected 8 to 4, with 
labor members dissenting, one 
part of the negotiated contract. 
The section provided for triple 
time instead of double time on six 
specified holidays.

CHICAGO, Nov. 30 (UP) —

robbed him of $100,000 in uncut 
diamonds. 

Ralph Lewis,. 65 years old, 
Greenwich, Conn., said the men 
attacked him at the intersection 
of Twelfth street and Michigan 
boulevard at the height of the 
morning rush hour. 

“There were some people watch- 
ing but they did nothing to help 
me when the bandits strong-armed 
me,” Lewis said. 

Lewis had just alighted from a 
train at the Illinois-Central Sta- 
tion and was looking for a taxi- 
cab when, he said, two men seized 
him, threw a black bag over his 
head, and forced him into a car 
driven by the third man. 

He said the men put him out of 
the car about a mile and a half 
from the station.

This now famcecus churchman had 
become not only a football of 
politics but a symbol of persecu- 
tion, which was seriously hurting 
relations between our two coun- 
tries. 

Little Religious Bias. 

Actually I knew, from having 
spent two years in Yugoslavia 
directing Quaker relief work after 
World War I, also from my visit 
there last winter, that there is 
little religious discrimination in 
Yugoslavia. I have served on the 
same hospital board with Mos- 
lems, Orthodox and Catholics, 
seen them work together and live 
together. Probably there is more 
tolerance there than here. 


Furthermore, the National Cath- 
olic Welfare Council in co-opera- 
tion with CARE, picked a Cath- 
olic attorney, John A. Zvetina of 
Chicago, who speaks the language 
and who made a thorough survey 
of Yugoslavia last September to 
see whether CARE food packages 
were being distributed fairly as 
between Catholic and non-Cath- 
olic, Communist and non-Commu- 
nist.

Confusion Lifts 

Over Order to

U.N. Sought to End 
Struggle for Areas 


It Would Lose in 
Armistice. 


_ WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (AP) 
HE fog of.confusion over the 
T stat-s of war and the pros- 
pects for peace in Korea lifted 
somewhat today. In the estimate 
of responsible authorities here; 
several points now stand clear: 
1. The fighting can be expected 


being, with the same intensity as 
before the present conditional 
agreement on a cease-fire line. 
2. Ground action by United Na- 
tions forces presumably will be 
limited in the main to artillery 
pressure on the enemy, reconnais- 


sance patrols checking on Red 
troop dispositions and limited at- 
tacks if needed to knock any 
suspicious Communist eoncentra- 
tions off balance. 

3. Naval and air action will 
continue full tilt; in fact, air 
combat may well be stepped up 
as it was today. 

4. U. N. ground forces are not 
expected to try to advance their 
line since such argas would be 
given up should truce negotia- 
tions be.successful within the 
30-day armistice line agreement. 

5. The expectation in Wash- 
ington is that these negotiations 
will be successful if the enemy 
command agrees (a) to prompt 
and complete release of all Allied 
troops held as prisoners ahd (b) 
to some type of inspection of 
forces during the armistice. 

6. If truce negotiations drag 
on past the 30-day period ending 
Dec. 27, but if there appeared 
then to be a good chance for 
completing the negotiations, an 
extension of the date would 
seem to be possible. 

Impact of News Misunderstood. 

The conflict of news reports 
and official statements issued the 
last two days is attributed by 
some authorities here to a mis- 
calculation or a lack of under- 
standing as to the impact of 
news that there had been even 
a limited slackening of the war. 

The military instructions which 
Gen. James A. Van Fleet issued 
as Eighth Army commander, the 
nature of which have not been 
officially disclosed, are regarded 
here as an effort on the Gen- 


eral’s part to adjust the fighting 
to the current truce situation.

He returned 
to Washington yesterday from 
conferences in Tokyo concerning 
arrangements for shifting the 
status of the American occupation 
forces in Japan to conform to the 
United States-Japan security pact.

Mr. Truman’s little lecture at Key West to 
the press on the accuracy of reporting from 
Korea was slightly marred by the fact that the 
President pointed it up with a highly inaccurate 
-anecdote about the World War I armistice. 

There have, of course, been inaccuracies 


in the reporting from Korea. But Mr. Truman 


is far off base when he blames the press for 
the public confusion over just what is going 
on in Korea this‘ week. The major source of 
the confusion is the Truman Administration’s 
own uncertainties. 

Mr. Truman is at pains to point out that 
there is no cease-fire in Korea. That is obvious 
from the continued air fighting and the renewed 
artillery shelling. All the same, it is clear that 
orders have been issued, probably on both sides, 
against major offensive action on the ground. 


This lull in offensive action arises from the 
logic of the situation. -Since both sides have 
agreed that the present battle lines shall be the 
demarcation line if a final armistice is signed 
within 30 days, there is no sense in spending 
lives and material to take positions which would 
then have to be given up if a final armistice 
were signed. 

* * ” 

Meanwhile the truce negotiations go on, dead- 
locked for the moment by a dispute over the 
degree of access to be involved in supervision 
of the truce. Here is where the long-range 
purposes of the Administration become obscure. 


Is it our objective to obtain a military stand- 
still which will open the way to a political 
settlement of Korea and the whole Far Eastern 
problem? Or is it the objective to postpone 
a political settlement, which might mean indefi- 
nite U.N. occupation of South Korea based on 
a military stalemate? 


If the objective were to seek a political settle- 
ment, then U.N. truce negotiators might be 
expected to be as flexible as possible on the 
remaining, issues of the armistice agreement. 
A political settlement, however, would bring up 
issues which the Administration may not be 
ready to face—such issues as the disposition 
of Formosa, admission of Communist China to 
the U.N., and American support of Chiang Kai- 
shek, all of which are subjects of hot and parti- 
san debate at home.

Whatever the long-range aim, it seems to us 
clear that the short-range aim should definitely 
be to obtain a cease-fire. That is a military ob- 
jective and it should not be hedged around 
with political canditions or confused by attempts 
to nail down every detail of every possible 
problem in advance. 


It is very difficult to contend, for example, . 


that the question of bringing in new forces on 
both sides is a military question to be decided 
now, while the question of sending the foreign 
troops home on both sides is a political question. 

It is likewise difficult to contend that a cease- 
fire is possible only if North Korea is opened 
up to outside inspection in a way that it was 
not opened up prior to the Communist aggres- 
sion. 

As we have said many times, the goal should 
be a cessation of hostilities. The most important 
safeguard was and is a militarily defensible line, 
and that has been achieved. Now the task is 
to agree on strictly military conditions as rapidly 
as possible. 

The Truman Administration should make it 
clear that this is the objective, and that no long- 
range political complications will be allowed to 
interfere with it. 

Then if the: Communists want a cessation of 
hostilities the broader problems of Korea and 
the Far East can be tackled in an atmosphere 
of truce instead of fighting.

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Close Shave for Pollsters 


For public opinion pollsters, elections are run- 
ning too close these days. This conclusion be- 
comes almost inevitable on comparing the three 
leading British polls and the actual~ results 
of the recent elections. And it is, of course, re- 
enforced by the American experience of 1948. 

Unlike Gallup & Co., the polls eonducted by 
three London newspapers—the News-Chronicle, 
the Daily Express and the Daily Graphic—had 
the good fortune of predicting the winner, even 
though they were wrong about the popular vote. 
All three indicated that the Conservatives would 
poll more votes than the Laborites. As a mat- 
ter of fact, Labor candidates got 49 per cent of 
the votes with only 48 per cent going to the 
Conservatives. 

It so happened that the votes were distributed 
within parliamentary districts in such a way that 
the Conservatives won 16 more seats in the 


‘House of Commons than-did the Laborites. That’ 


saved the day for the pollsters. But they must 
have had a bit of a scare, since a slightly differ- 
ent distribution could have produced a very dif- 
ferent result. 

So far as a rough appraisal of British political 
opinion, was concerned, the polisters did not do 
too badly. The Daily Graphic underestimated 
the Labor vote by 6 per cent, and the News 
Chronicle missed it by only 2 per cent. All 
three polls came within 2 per cent of the Con- 
servative vote. Considering the relatively small 
number of voters “sampled,” the inevitable. last- 
minute changes of opinion and other factors im- 
possible to.measure, the pollsters did well. So 
did their American counterparts in 1948. But 
they were disastrously wrong. 

So, short of broadly decisive elections, predic- 
tion by poll continues to be a very risky business. 
The techniques are still too cryde for narrow 
decisions: The British pollsters were lucky to 
escape a reversal as disastrous as the American 
debacle of 1948. Polls may be too fascinating to 
be abandoned, but they had better be taken with 
a dab of salt—especially in the presidential year 
ahead—until the election officials! add up the 
votes which really ‘count. 
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He Played a Hunch 


When 31-year-old Harold Metcalf harvested 
wheat on his 80 acres up at Fairgrove, Mich., 
last July the grain looked so good that he 
screened out some to keep around. The more 
he looked at that soft white winter wheat of 
Yorkwin variety, the prettier it was and so he 
sent some to the hay and grain show at the 
International Livestock Exposition. 

"It was just a hunch and Farmer Metcalf didn't 
think much about it. Now he is Wheat King of 
North America—the first non-Canadian Wheat

State Senator David A. Hess has ‘tried as dirty 


he privately buttonholed members of the State 
Senate’s Education Committee, begging them to 
kill the bill by bottling it up in committee. 

Rebuffed in this duplicity, Hess had the enor- 
mous effrontery to appear at a public hearing 
and make a speech in favor of the bill. But he 
certainly underwent no change of heart. He kept 
right on trying to nullify unit control by one 
device or another. 


For example, he tried to sneak over an amend- - 


ment which would have re-created the undesir- 
able post of Building Superintendent. And he 
had the nerve to say that this had been sug- 
gested by Oscar Ehrhardt of the School Board, 
although Mr. Ehrhardt ,had been on guard 
against just such a trick for weeks. At the same 
time, Hess contributed to the defeat of desirable 
tenure amendments backed by the Teachers’ 
Federation. 

There has been something fishy about the 
way Hess handled this important St. Louis home 
rule measure from the very start. It seemed 
more than once that St. Louis was about to be 
given the legislative run-around once more. In 
response to public pressure, a similar bill was 
introduced in the last session. But it was allowed 
to die, largely because the old School Board did 
precious little in the way of pressing for its 
adoption. Could Hess have had a repeat per- 
formance of that act in mind? 

Could it have been in the mind of J. Harry 
Pohlman, former chairman of the School Board’s 
Legislative Committee? Why did he rush to Jef- 
ferson City to put the unit control bill under 
the dubious sponsorship of Senator Hess? Mr. 
PohlIman has voted too often with the patronage- 
minded old guard of the School Board to escape 
answering some questions about this business. 

Fortunately there were some changes made in 
the School Board. With Mr. Ehrhardt chairman- 
ing the Legislative committee and with the sup- 
port of new and public-spirited members, the 
Board led a fight for the bill. Also, Hess be- 
haved so crudely that he stirred the indignation 
of the Senate. A committee will now investigate 
the charge that he has no right to his seat. So 
Hess may have dug his own grave. 

But he has not been without effect on the 
unit control bill. Because of him, it lacks the 
Teachers’ Federation amendments. This may in- 
duce some persons to oppose it as an undesirable 
measure. We feel, however, that the reconsti- 


tuted School Board would not take advangage 


of the bill’s shortcomings. Those could be cor- 
rected in another legislative session. Meanwhile, 
even the imperfect bill if adopted, would make 
possible a basic school reform, 

But no thanks to David Hess.

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What, Another Quinn Bill? 


Many State Senators were absent when the 
Senate vdted narrowly and tentatively for the 
latest Quinn road bill. The final vote ought to 
defeat the measure. The only good thing that can 
be said for the bill is that it is not as bad as 
the Senator’s previous efforts. 


In 1945, Senator William M.' Quinn of May- 
wood wanted to replace the four-member, non- 
partisan ‘Highway Commission with a 10-mem- 
ber “regional” board. In 1949, he demanded an 
eight-man board. Early this year he again pro- 
posed eight members. Now he has amended his 
bill to propose a six-member board. 


The Senator contends that this would create 
“better representation” in road affairs. What it 
would do is to create more patronage, and more 
pressure on the commission for spending state 
highway money on local roads. 


Senator Meredith Garten of Pierce City told 
Senator Quinn his bill would lead to log-rolling, 
and he was right. If the Highway Commission 
had to operate like a legislative body, the state 
roads would be in far worse shape than they 
are in now. 


Senator Michael Kinney of St. Louis simply 
observed that the present system has worked 
well for many years, and he was right. The sys- 
tem has kept politics out of road building and 
has produced results with limited funds. 


Maybe Senator Quinn will never quit trying 
to inject pure political “regionalism” into what 
must remain a state-wide operation, but surely 
the Senate has had enough of his efforts by now.

Use of “Red Channels” as blacklist in television is one of dizziest 
phenomena of postwar period; nobody will defend this collection 
of unproved charges; yet advertising agencies employ it in cynical 
disregard of fair play, hoping they will “stay out of trouble.”

Some instinct tells me that, after the 
hysteria dies down, “Red Channels,” which 
bears the rather incredible subtitle “The 
Report of Communist Influence in Radio 
and Television,” will go down in our socia} 
history as one of the dizziest phenomena 
of the postwar period. 


Let’s look at the record. This small 
booklet, which lists the names and the 
supposed Communist-front or leftist affili- 
ations of 151 radio and TV performers, 
directors, writers and producers, has won 
the almost universal editorial condemna- 
tion of the press, including such divergent 
publications as the New York Herald 
Tribune, The New York Times, Life, The 
Washington Post, the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch, The Des Moines Register and 
Tribune and the Green Bay (Wis.) Press- 
Gazette. 

No sponsor, no advertising agency man 
and no producer will come to the public 
defense of “Red Channels” and practically 
nobody will admit to using it as a blacklist. 
Its chief editor, Theo- 
dore Kirkpatrick 
(whose official title 
is secretary-treasurer 
of American Busi- 
ness Consultants, 
Inc., which published 
“Red Channels”) is 
on record as saying, 
“We’ve never saia 
the facts in ‘Red 
Channels’ were 
correct or incorrect.”

Worker or other bi- John Crosby 
zarre sources, considering that it is sup- 
posed to be violently anti-Commwumist in 
nature, and Mr. Kirkpatrick has confessed 
that no attempt was made to check the 
allegations. 

While no attempt has been made to 
prove the allegations, a great many af 
them have been pretty thoroughly dis- 
proved and the publishers have been up 
to their hips in libel suits ($2,000,000 
worth). The FBI, of which Mr. Kirk- 
patrick is a former member and whose 
name his organization freely uses for ex- 
ploitation, frowns on this practice and has 
gone to some pains to point out that Mr, K. 
is just a private citizen with no more ac- 
cess to FBI files than anyone elsé. 


In a recent three-part article in Sponsor, 
a magazine whose heart is unmistakably 
on the side of free enterprise, which forms 
its editorial content and pays its bills, the 
techniques of American Business Consult- 


ants, Inc., were so thoroughly dismantled 
that it’s hard to see how anyone can take 
“Red Channels” seriously. 

“It serves at one and the same time as 
disturber of the peace, prosecuting attor- 
ney, judge, jury and detective agency. 
That is to say it publishes allegations in 
‘Red Channels,’ then follows them up by 
urging letter writers to put pressure on 
sponsors in ‘Counterattack,’ later holds 
hearings on the accused in its private 
offices; and personally solicits sponsors to 
hire its detective ‘research service.’” 

I could go on and on, but I haven't 
space. The plain fact is that “Red Chan- 
nels,” which almost nobody in the business 
approves of or. trusts, is still in the secret 
library of all the ad agencies, is still at 
the elbow of casting directors for TV and 
radio, and has damaged the reputations 
and careers.of the people listed in it. 

Why? A very interesting though de- 
pressing moral problem it is. If the cast- 
ing directors were genuinely misguided, 
if they really thought they were serving 
the cause of anti-Communism, if they be- 
lieved that their refusal to hire certain 
actors and writers kept subversive 
thoughts or opinions off the air, if they 
sincerely thought they were accomplishing 
anything at all, some case could be made 
out for them. 

But they don’t. The “Red Channels” 
blacklist is employed simply as a device 
to stay out of trouble with everybody, as 
a matter of—in the most cynical use of 
the phrase—public relations. 

An official of General Foods, which was 
the storm center of the Jean Muir con- 
troversy, has admitted that the letters 
received from people (independent of 
pressure groups) ran three to one in favor 
of rehiring Miss Muir. But she wasn't 
rehired and is currently unemployed. 

If you don’t hire the Miss Muirs, you 
don’t get angry letters from either side. 
And that, above all, is what the sponsor 
and the ad agency want. 

This is appalling moral cowardice. The 
livelihoods of a great many people are 
being destroyed by a cynical disregard for 
the most elementary standards of fair play, 
by an absolute absence of any conviction, 
right or wrong. ‘ 

It’s a very foolish course. Every casting 
director, every producer, every ad agency 
man who uses “Red Channels” as-a black- 
list is just as vulnerable as those whose 
names appear in “Red Channels.” Some 
day there might be another discredited 
unofficial publication like “Red Channels” 
in which their own names appear and then 


. they’d be out of work, too—without

Sin and Gin in the South 


AND RIDE A TIGER, by Rober? Wilder. (6. 7. Pvi- 
nam's Sons, New York, 34 pgs., $3.50.) 

There is a Chinese saying that every 
man rides a tiger, unable to stay on and 
afraid to get off. There was a man named 
Zebulon Pike Yarrow who was in that 
kind of a fix. His tiger was a secret with 
a tinge of guilt, or at least of self-reproach. 
It was a very fierce tiger and Yarnell 
wasn’t a very good jockey. There were 
times when, in his ineptness, the tiger 
seemed to be riding him. 

Yarnell’s secret was his first-hand knowl 
edge of the death of Donald Beasley, his 
companion on a raft after a plane crash 
in the Philippines.

Total Illusion. 


Preliminary studies indicate, 
however, that the above over-all 
revisions will be insufficient. It is 
necessary, therefore, to face 
frankly the fact that American 
dollars would have to pay for air- 
fields and other facilities to the 
full amount if dollars adequate 
enough to correct the unbalance 
are to be fed into the European 
system. 

Only in this way can certain 
imponderables be relieved, such

Precisely, here is where bold- 
ness and courage is required, and, 
precisely, here is where it is least 
likely to be forthcoming.

Israel is the “showcase” in 
which America and the rest of the 
free world “have proved the dig- 
nity of man may be restored and 
made to thrive through freedom 
and democracy,” United States 
Representative Franklin D. Roose- 
velt Jr. (Dem.), New York City, 
declared here last night. 

Roosevelt, speaking at a rally 
of the St. Louis Committee, Bonds 
of the Israel Government, said 
the financial support Americans 
are giving Israel through pur- 
chase of Israeli bonds and by 
other means is a vital contribu- 
tion in making that country a 
living demonstration of demo- 
cratic principles. 

“Israel is the contradiction to 
tyranny,” Roosevelt said. “It is 
the example by which we can 
prove that the ideals on which 
our own country was founded 
can be the foundation stone for 
free nations throughout the 
world.” ; 

America has a primary in- 
terest in assuring the permanence 
of Israel, he asserted, because 
this country took the initiative 
in the United Nations in estab- 
lishing the Israeli nation. Ameri- 
ca has a continuing obligation 
to back up this initiative, he said. 

“Someone has said that Ameri- 
ca today needs Israel more than 
Israel needs America,” Roosevelt 
observed. “I believe that to be 
true. Israel is the bastion of the 
free world in the troubled Mid- 
dle East. It is the light by which 
other uneasy peoples may find 
or} way into democracy’s strong-

Roosevelt, who returned from 
a visit to Israel last month, said 
that country has made “almost 
unbelievable” advances in agri- 
culture, industry and social im- 
provements during the last three 
years.

Exonerated in RFC. 


The question is how far a mem- 
ber of Congress should properly 
go in interceding for a constitu- 
ent. High-pressure tactics can be 
exploited contrary to the public 
interest. For members of Con- 
gress, especially of the party in 
power, have considerable influ- 
ence from the very fact that the ; 
party—and often themselves, di- 
rectly—have provided the job for 
the Government official who is 
approached. 


The issue becomes one of ethics, 
and this takes us back to the in- 
quiry in the last session of Con- 
gress under direction of Senator 
Paul Douglas (Dem.), Illinois, into 
the broad subject of ethics in 
government, all branches. The in- 
quiry was prompted by revelations 
of questionable practices in con; 
nection with RFC loans. 

In its exhaustive, 89-page report 
covering the whole field, in which 
were numerous recommendations 
including creation of a commission 
on ethics-in government, the com- 
mittee suggested that a member 
of Congress properly could go as 
far as introducing a constituent to 
the department or bureau with 
which he had his business, but 
should go no further.

Much is at stake in tax contro- 
versies and the pfoblem, so far 
as members of Congress and the 
Internal Revenue Bureau are con- 
cerned, is closely affected by poli- 
tics and amenable to political in- 
fluence because members of Con- 
gress have a say in the appoint- 
ment of revenue collectors. 

It is significant that, as the 
Internal Revenue scandal reached 
alarming proportions, President 
Truman, himself, came around to 
a reform long proposed to get 
the bureau out of politics.

publicity.

During a performance all this happens in 10 
minutes: (1) an announcement is made the war is ended; (2) 
postal service between the opposing sides having been resumed 
in a flash, Lotta receives a letter, presumably by rocket mail, 
from her soldier sweetheart in a Confederate hospital saying 
he has been wounded but will shake it off and join her in a 
few days: (3) her mother. receives a letter from the hospital 
saying the gallant captain is dying; (4) Lotta goes out on the 
stage and sings “Dixie,” very dolorously, for which she is 
booed; (5) after the theater empties, the supposedly dying 
sweetheart pops up standing in civilian clothes in front of the 
orchestra pit and they close on a happy ending. — 


. Though we're all used to 95% fiction in alleged bio- 
graphical films, one wonders why they: bothered to use Lotta 
at all as an excuse for the movie. For anyone interested, the 
dull facts are these: Lotta first appeared in a play at Petaluma, 
Calif., in 1854 at the age of six or seven; she became a pro- 
fessional.child actress, not a musical comedy star, four years 
later; at 17, in 1864, she invaded New York with her company, 
but was a flop. After successes in Chicago and at Ben de 
Bar’s Opera House here in St. Louis, playing a dual role in 
the play, “The Old Curiosity Shop,” she again went to New 
York in that vehicle in 1867 and scored a hit. From then on 
she was famous as a comedienne playing tomboys, hoydens, 
schoolgirls and eccentric old ladies. She retired in 1891, having 
amassed a fortune which turned out to be $3,000,000 on her 
death in 1924. She never married and I am sure never even 
heard of Mr. Dale Robertson. - 


The other film, for some strange reason billed second, 
is really much more entertaining. It’s a farce called “DAR- 
LING, HOW COULD YOU!” which manages to arouse consid- 
erable fun in a nice way. Inspired, though not too literally, 
by the James M. Barrie play, “Alice-Sit-By-the-Fire,” it tells 
how a teen-ager of the 1906 era takes all her cues from the 
current purple romantic drama and insists on saving her per- 
fectly innocent mother from a love affair which never existed. 

Sometimes the farce might be stretched a little far be- 
yond belief if it weren’t for adroitly exaggerated playing by 
Mona Freeman, who continues to show decided talent as a 
comedianne as the youngster, and polished light comedy work 
by Joan Fontaine as the mother, John Lund as the father, 
and Peter Hanson as the unhappy victim of the wild-eyed girl. 
As it is, it is both enjoyable and heart-warming in its family 
incidents. Miss Fontaine is made comfortable in the mother 
role, incidentally, by having it carefully explained she was 
married at the age of 17, 16 years before.

Genghis Khan, whose armies conquered from the China 
sea to the Dnieper in the early thirteenth century, didn't really 
capture Samarkand and put its inhabitants to the sword as 
those unreliable historians try to tell us. “THE GOLDEN 

HORDE,” at the FOX proves conclusively 
that the military genius and his horde of 
Mongols were frightened away from the gates 
of the Asian city by the trickery of a 
princess named Shalimar (no relation to 
Pale Hands Beside the) and the valient 
arms of a handful of English crusaders. The 
arms of a handful of English Crusaders. The 
central Europe may have been whipped handily by the 
Mongols, but here they are oafs who fall like ten-pins before 
the mighty sword and lusty oaths of Sir Guy (David Farrar) 
and his bowmen, who can pick off horsemen at the full 
gallop several hundred yards away. Ann Blyth as Shalimar, 
tricked out in gauze and beads like a Ziegfeld showgirl, twists 
the barbarians around her little pinky and soon has them 
chopping each other to bits, the fools. I think this gaudy 
turkey would have been more legitimately funny if Bobby 
Clark and his leer had played Genghis Khan and chased 
Shalimar and her screaming handmaidens around and about 
the oriental technicolor sets.

Western about a search for robbery loot in a cave which seems 
to have been whipped together as an excuse to show the 
Carlsbad Caverns in Technicolor.

This difficulty can -be quite as 
virulent as measles, and it can 
crop up in any community, yet 
surprisingly little is being done, 
except by individual parents, or 
some very advanced schools, to 
deal with it practically. 

And often even individual par- 
ents or teachers are not in a posi- 
tion to deal with it because they 
don’t know about it. 

Young children are often 
strangely reluctant to report that 
the bigger children, on the way 
to and from school, snatch their 
hats or books, throw snowballs at 
them (in season), call them names, 
and make fun of them, or even 
threaten and really frighten them. 
We know of one little girl who 
was held over the edge of a 
bridge by older boys, who threat- 
ened to drop her in the river if 
she ever told on them.

THE REAL FEAR and dread 
with which some little children 
face the prospect of having to 
encounter gangs of older chil- 
dren—or even single rough older 
children, cannot exaggerated. 

Yet in many towhs, very little 
is done about this very real prob- 
lem. The trip to and from school 
is considered a sort of no man’s 
land—it belongs to neither home 
nor school; and the child is left 
to work: out the problems he 
meets en route by himself. 

There is no single solution to 
this problem—but it should be 
checked on more carefully than 
it usually is and a joint effort 
made by home and school to 
solve it. Resourceful eight and 
nine year olds often handle it 
by themselves by waiting till cer- 
tain other children have gone by 
or they may take a circuitous 
route to school. Others need out- 
side help. ) 

In some case$ parents will have 
to help transport. More often it 
can be arranged that friendly and 
responsible older children who 
live nearby can accompany the 
smaller ones, when necessary. In 
some towns the hours of attend- 
ance are staggered, so that pri- 
mary school and junior high stu- 
dents, for example, are not on 
the streets at the same _ time. 
Bullies and the “tough guys” can 
be given special coveted duties 
before school begins. 

Often just a little planned help 
from upperclassmen or adults can 
smooth out this very major 
stumbling block in the way of a 
happy school adjustment, espe- 
cially for first and second grad-

remark that it is too bad that 
chicken is not all white meat? 
Strangely enough, in my opinion, 
there are persons who seem to 
have a violent preference to all 
white rather than dark meat. Of 
course, there are a few who feel 
almost as strongly about their 
choice of dark meat. 
While nature has not responded 
to the desire for an all-white-meat 
bird, man has gotten around this 
and it is now possible to buy 
chicken parts. The quick frozen 
poultry prepared in this manner 
has become more. and more pdpu- 
lar. Through this and other frozen 
products, it is easy and conven- 
ient to prepare even a party meal 
in short order. Recently when I 
was having a few guests on a 
working day and knew that I 
would have little time to iy 
om dinner preparation I chose 
frozen products. They were or- 
dered in the morning so that the 
chicken would have time to thaw 
before cooking.

Some Problems of Old Age 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 
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EARNING much more about 

the causes and prevention of 

mental and physical disability 
in old age is one of the great 
frontiers for research. However, 
older people are . needlessly 
alarmed about their physical and 
mental futures as age advances. 
They are justifiably concerned 
about their job futures at present. 

Many more people over 65 re- 
tain their mental and physical 
vigor than are disabled. Look 
about you. There are alert, inter- 
esting, active folks in their 80s. 
At 77, Winston Churchill cam- 
paigned on a strenuous schedule 
and was elected. 

= fF: 

ONE OF THE greatest chal- 
lenges to industry and labor is 
the matter of compulsory retire- 
ment based on age. Many of these 
people have 10 to 20 years of use- 
ful service left in them. There 
are now 12;000,000 people, or one 
in every 13, over the age of 65 
years. cn their retire- 
ment at a time when they are 
most productive is frightfully un- 
economical]. Retirement should de- 
pent only on the results of physi- 
cal and mental examinations. 

Normally, age brings better 
judgment, increased skill, fewer 
mistakes as well as greater steadi- 
ness, persistence and work de- 
pendability. This more than makes 
up for the gradual slowing in 
speed characteristics of age. The 
advantages of age can, in many 
positions, over-balance the greater 
inflexibility and less venturesome- 
ness of the aged.

LITTLE point that a lot of 
A people forget is that a fire 
requires a good deal of oxy- 
gen to keep it going. We also 
happen to need a good deal of 
the same stuff. Now during the 
cold weather there is a strong 
tendency in a lot of homes to 
seal the place up so tightly that 
no fresh oxygen can get in. 

This is especially true in small 
homes and apartments for a large 
place can seldom be made very 
airtight. As the supply of oxygen 
goes down, the flame from the 
heater goes down and so do you. 
You may not go out but you'll 
mope around with a headache 
and feel only half alive. And 
that’s about all you are. Always 
make sure that there is sufficient 
fresh air getting into your house 
to supply both you and your 
heater. 

Another point on the same line 
is that many space heaters don’t 
have any flue or chimney. This 
means that the gases which are 
produced by burning fuel mix 
with the air you breathe. A small 
quantity of these odorless gases 
won't hurt you but during the 


night with the house sealed up . 


tight and the fire going full blast, 
the percentage of these gases in 
the air can raise to a dangerously 
high degree. 

The best policy is to have all 
heaters equipped with a flue or 
vent so that the gases flow out- 
doors. If this can’t be done then 
be sure that the heaters aren’t in 
the bedrooms and that bedroom 
windows are open enough to pro- 
vide ample fresh air.
